Washington, April 9.—The secretary 


of the treasury has received the resig- 
nation of E H Zurhorst, as collector 
of customs at Sandusky, Ohio, to take 
effect on the appointment and qualifi- 
cation of his successor. 


Collector Zoiiiorst is in Washington 


today, having euiue here with, a dele- 
gation of Sandusky citizens to appear 
before the hpusc rivers and harbors 
committee 10 advocate the improve- 
ment of Sandusky bay. 


Mr. Zurhorst was appointed collec 


tor at Sandusky by ths late President 
McKmlej at the instance of Senator 
Hanna. Recently charges were filed 
against him with the treasury depart- 
ment 
He was opposed vigorously by 


Senator Foraker who argedt upon the 
president the immediate appointment 
of a successor. During Senator Han- 
na's life time he -warmly supported 
Zurhorst and the case was one of the 
acute points of differences between 
Senators. Hanna and Foraker. 


Of late it has scemel likely that 


Znrhorst would not be reappointed, al- 
though no definite decision, so *»*• »s 
is Known publicly, had been reached 
Both Senators Dick and Foraker have 
had conferences with the president re- 
garding the case within a few days. 
By M Zurhorst's voluntary act in re- 
signing the office the case, so far as he 
is concerned is ended

burdens thereupon the indigent, Ihe 
morally depraved, the physically and 
mentally diseased, the shiftless and 
all those who are induced lo leave 
their own country, not by their qwn 
independent volition and their natural 
ambition to seek a larger and more 
promising field of individual enter- 
prise, but to carry out some selfish 
scheme, devised to take undue advan- 
tage cf some classes of our own peo- 
ple, 
or for other improper purposes. 


Such a policy is a wise one, a<s 
will as obligatory upon the govern- 
ment of this great country, Thc total 
estimated alien immigration to the 
0mted States from 1776 to 1820 was 
250,000. The total number of arrivals 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1903 was 857,046. This is the greatest 
number that ever applied for admis- 
iion in a single year. The nearest ap- 
woach to this was in 1883 when 
789,000 were admitted. The character 
of the arriving afiens, however, dur- 
tng the pa.3t year differs greatly from 
that of 1882 and the years previous.
